30 January through 3 February 1956 


1* I | reported that there was a big flap in the DD/p area hav- 

ing to do with squawk boxes in that several senior people were overhearing each 
other’s conversations. Told him to do whatever was necessary to get the matter 
straightened out but that all concerned should understand that squawk boxes 
were not secure.
